POSTMASTER QUITS 
GIVES REASONS

Wiscasset, Maine—J. B. Clark, 
the postmaster, has resigned. This 
is not material, but the public 
pronunciamento regarding the 
resignation is unique. 

‘At the time I took the office,’’ 
says Postmaster Clark, ‘‘it was 
considered a political plum, and 
it was-a good job, but today it is 
a job that the more a man knows 
about the less he would want, 
for it has been bedeviled for the 
past two years, until today it is 
a bank, an express office, a post 
office and a freight shed, all 
combined, with the same number 
of clerks and the same compensa- 
tion of old, when the office had 
90 per cent less responsibility, 
50 per cent less work, and the 
cost of living was 60 per cent 
less. 

“T have often thought that it 
was a great pity that a man with 
brains enough to G¢onceive «the 
central accounting system didn’t 
have enough left over to regu- 
late the compensation of the post- 
master and clerks in central ac- 
counting’ offices. I have written 
letters enough to Washington in 
the past six months to paper the 
White House, but they have 
made no impression on the great 
heads of the Post Office Depart- 
ment. So I have come to the 
conclusion that the only relief is 
in death or resignation, and I 
prefer to resign, as my disposi- 
tion at present is not good 
enough to take into the ‘great 
beyond.’ 

‘‘We poor devils in the postal 
service have one consolation: we 
have been saving Unele Sam a 
bunch of money by being patri- 
otic, and working for starvation 
wages so that he might pay the 
baggage masters on the railroads, 
and the common lumpers in the 
shipyards, many of whom are 
not worth $2 per day in any spot 
or place, and are under no re- 
sponsibility whatever, wages 
ranging from $25 to $90 per 
week,

Insurance Laws Proposed 

The compulsory social insurance 
advocates are as busy as ever at 
Sacramento, notwithstanding the fact 
that at the last election the voters 
overwhelmingly defeated their pur- 
pose to establish “Kultur” ideas in 
this state. 

There are three bills now before 
the legislature, Senate Bills 581 and 
661, and Assembly Constiutional 
Amendment 36 which bear upon the 
subject of compulsory social insur- 
ance. These bills if passed will per- 
mit coupling together and give the 


originated, and which the above bills 
are patterned after, shows the plan 
to have always been on the verge 
of bankruptcy. 

Senator W. J. Car, author of Sen- 
ate Bill 581, is looked upon in the 
of the 
Industrial Accident Commission. 
There are nine sections to this bill, 
and disguised under such high sound- 
ing phrases as “Vocational re-educa- 
tion and rehabilitation of workmen 
disabled in industry in this state,” 
there are all the ear-marks of the 
unseen hand of medical autocracy 
seeking more power and privilege 
from the people of this state and 
nation. 

Senate Bill No. 661, introduced by 
Senator Kehoe, purports to create a 
department for vocational rehabilita- 
tion, and to receive an appropriation 
of $100,000 of the state’s money for 
lestablishing such an institution, is 
but the counterpart of Senate Bill 
No. 581. In the last legislature Sena- 
tor Kehoe introduced and sponsored 
the bills relating to the compulsory 
Health Insurance measure. Further 
iit is interesting to mention that both 
Senators Carr and Kehoe were ap- 
pointed to write the argument in fa- 
vor of compulsory social insurance 
in the pamphlet issued by the secre- 
tary of state and mailed with the 
sample ballots prior to the last gen- 
eral election. 

The Social Insurance Commission 
has filed a lengthy ‘report with the 
governor which is now being printed. 
They have proceeded to formulate a 
complete plan) of legislation without 
regard to the; verdict of the voters 
at the last flection and will urge 
the adoption jof a compulsory health 
measure.

DIFFERENCE IN RUBBER 





“The rubber on the end of a lead 
pencil can be used as a means of 
comparing the difference between 
tire tubes made of high .percentage 
of rubber and tubes made of com- 
pounded matter. An eraser that is 
too hard or that wears down like 
putty and leaves a smudgy mark on 
the paper is made of heavily com- 
pounded rubber, whereas the eraser 
that wipes marks away cleanly and 
wears down slowly is made of either 
pure rubber or a very high percent- 
age of gum is contained,” asserts an 
official at the Norwalk Tire and 
Tube factory.

First Combat Soldier Returns 

Wearing a wound stripe and now 
completely recovered from a gas at- 
tack, Corporal Henry Albert arrived 
home from San Francisco, where he 
was mustered out of the U. S. Engi- 
neering service, Friday afternoon 
last, walking in on his parents un- 
expectedly at the family home in 
Alta Loma. Corporal Albert is the 
first Cucamonga boy to return wear- 
ing the badge of combat service, the 
wound stripe, although he makes 
light of it, being injured in the leg 
by shrapnel when going “over the 
ton” in the now famous battle of 
Chateau Thierry.

Thrift Must Be Followed 

“Again, at the beginning of the 
period of readjustment the superb 
spiirt of American women is called 
upon for service vital to the future 
of our country and the world.

Simple 
living and reasonable economy in the 
consumption of all commodities are 
imperative, not only from motives of
